4.—The financial distress of the 
carriers since Oct. 19 37 when the 
last wage increases were granted, 
is as yet a short term situation.

Because of these disag reeable ex ­ 
periences, public sentiment has beer 
aroused to the point where an initia­ 
tive proposition has been placed on 
the state ballot as a result of petitions 
sig ned by thousands of citizens in 
every walk of life. That the proposi­ 
tion has a strong probability of adop­ 
tion is indicated by the success of a 
similar measure in the city pf Los 
Ang eles a few weeks ag o. The mea­ 
sure was placed on the ballot and 
voted on in the same election as that 
in which the city’s mayor was re­ 
called. It carried by a very comfort­ 
able majority while another proposi­ 
tion sponsored by org anized labor waa 
easily defeated. 
The Los Ang eles ordinance prohib­ 
its picketing "calculated or with the 
intent to threaten, intimidate, coerce 
or put in fear any person who is en­ 
tering , occupying , cr leaving any 
place of business." No picketing is 
permitted unless a bona fide strike is 
in prog ress at the place of business. 
Pickets must be selected by the ma­ 
jority of “ the bona fide employees” of 
the establishment from among their 
own number. Each picket must carry 
a written statement certifying that he 
has been properly chosen. Only one 
picket is permitted for each entrance 
and they must be stationed at least 
twenty-five feet apart 
Strict limitations are placed on arm 
bands and banners. Pickets are pro­ 
hibited from using indecent, profane 
or threatening lang uag e or from mak­ 
ing “ any loud or unusual noise.” Per­ 
sons and their relatives are protected 
ag ainst threats, coercion or intimida-j 
tion not only when entering or leav­ 
ing a picketed establishment but alsi 
when carrying g oods to or from it I 
an employer has more than one es­ 
tablishment only the one or ones If 
which an actual strike is taking plar 
can be picketed. A fine up to $500 t 
imprisonment up to six months ma 
t 
be imposed for each violation. 
This ordinance is drastic In its pn - 
visions. Had public feeling not be< i 
aroused it cou ld not h a ve be« i 
adopted.

I the Japanese E m pire; that w hat w as once a liability j 
of the first order has been changed by conquest into! 
an asset of incalculable v a!ue; tha t Russia. France

! and England will not be able to resist Japan ese; 
tha t Japan is now practically in control of the tra n s ­ 
portation into internal China. 
L ippm ann goes on to point out tha t the so-called 
j dem ocracies are basking in 
the 
idea tha t Ja pa n 
G erm any and Italy will now be satisfied w ith the 
new territory they hav e acquired tha t they will be 
busy digesting these territories. H e contends that if 
we look a t history, we find this is not true. He says 
Alexander, 
C aesar, 
A ugustus 
and 
Napoleon 
kept 
on their conquests until they finally died or w ere 
beaten. H e rem arks, "If any lesson is to be draw n 
from the past, it i« tha t conquests do not stop v ol­ 
untarily and consolidate their g ain s until they hav e 
disposed of all riv als to their power." 


T hese g reat changes tha t hav e happened in the 
last m onth are just carrying out w hat O sw ald S pong­ 
ier, the g re at historian, foresaw in his book, "T he 
H our of D ecision," 
w ritten in 1932. In it, he said, 
“W e are 
passing 
through 
a century 
of a n arc hy 
and the w orst decades are jus t settin g in on us. It 
is doubtful w hether by the m iddle of this century, 
we will be able to recognize any of the gov ernm ents 
under the present form .” In this g reat book tha t fo re­ 
saw changing of history, lie said he w as not able 
to predict w hether the yellow, or the w hite race or 
the black race w ould ev entually control. And while 
the to ta lita ria n sta te s are gaining, we, in the U nited 
S tates, hav e becom e so w eak that we cannot pro ­ 
tect a m an’s rig ht to w ork. W e plow under m ate ria l; 
we pass law s tha t lim it the hours a m an dare 
work and a t w ha t w age he d are w ork; we pay people 
for allow ing n a tura l resource» to be idle and indulge 
in m ost ev ery plea san t illusion that m an is heir to. 
W e do like the o strich—we do not read history, but 
sim ply put our heads in the sand and say things are 
d ifferen t now. 
It is high tim e tha t we in A m erica unite to pre ­ 
serv e the inalienable right« tha t belong to each 
m an and stop v oting on thin g s tha t destroy our 
liberty and low er our stan d ard of liv ing. N ation» are 
conquered because they disobey n a tural laws. We will 
hav e to choose.
